 The Board took no disciplinary actions against pharmacists or pharmacies at its 

November and December, 2015 meetings 

The Board took the following disciplinary actions involving pharmacy 

technicians at its November and December, 2015 meetings: 

Mortenson, Ashely, Registration # 730379.  While working as a pharmacy 

technician at a pharmacy in Albert Lea, Minnesota, registrant diverted benzodiazepines 

from the pharmacy, including but not limited to approximately 100 tablets of lorazepam. 

On June 15, 2015, registrant was charged with 5th degree possession of alprazolam, a 

felony.  On July 30, 2015, registrant pled guilty to this charge.  Consequently, the Board 

issued an Order of Voluntary Surrender at its November 4, 2015 meeting.   

Olson, Laurie M., Registration # 719487.  From approximately May 2014 to 

January 2015, while working as a pharmacy technician in a pharmacy in Baxter, 

Minnesota, respondent diverted approximately 207 tablets of phentermine, alprazolam 

and tramadol, each of which is a Schedule IV Controlled Substance. On, or about, 

January 28, 2015, in Crow Wing County District Court, respondent was charged with 
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Felony Theft, for the conduct described above. Consequently, the Board issued Findings 

of Fact, Conclusions and Final Order, indefinitely suspending her registration, at its 

December 16, 2015 meeting.  
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
